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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Circumstances  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1956. 

The  vital  statistics,  as  one  would  expect,  show  no  very  great  change  from  the 
previous  year.  The  deviations  from  the  national  figures  are  slight,  e.g.,  the  death-rate 
at  11.2  per  1,000  is  slightly  less  than  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  11.7  per  1,000. 
Similarly,  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is  slightly  higher  at  25.07,  compared  to  23.8  for 
the  country  as  a  whole.  The  birth-rate  in  1956  increased  appreciably  however,  from 
14.6  in  1955  to  16.9  in  1956,  i.e.,  from  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1955 
to  above  the  national  figure  in  1956. 

Notifiable  disease  showed  an  increase,  the  most  notable  increase  being  in 
Whooping  Cough.  There  was  a  slight  increase  in  Tuberculosis  notifications  from  9  in 
1955  to  11  in  1956.  Three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one  non-paralytic  and 
two  paralytic.  In  connection  with  Poliomyelitis,  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  a  start 
was  made  with  the  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.  The  supplies  in  1956  were  so 
small  however,  that  only  a  limited  number  of  children  could  be  vaccinated.  The 
response  of  parents  to  an  appeal  to  protect  their  children  was  very  great  in  the 
Stokesley  Rural  District.  The  year  ended  with  the  knowledge  that  further  and  larger 
batches  of  vaccine  would  be  available  soon. 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  district  continued  to  show  progress.  The 
water  supplies  were,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  Sewerage  schemes  for  several  villages 
named  in  the  report  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Ministry 
will  sanction  these  schemes  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  near  future. 

The  Council  have  commenced  the  clearance  of  slum  properties.  Although  there 
has  been  a  delay  in  acquiring  sites,  it  is  hoped  that  the  progress  under  the  five  year 
programme  will  be  maintained. 

In  implementing  the  recommendation  for  the  improvement  of  sub-standard 
properties  by  meaqs  of  grants,  steady  progress  is  being  made  and  the  standards  of 
many  houses  raised. 

The  operation  of  the  five  slaughterhouses  by  the  Council  has  proved  satisfactory 
and  full  meat  inspection  has  been  carried  out. 

The  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  have 
met  with  a  satisfactory  response  and  do  doubtless  afford  a  further  protection  to  the 
health  of  the  general  public. 

This  introduction  to  the  Annual  Report  would  not  be  complete  were  I  to  fail 
to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and  help  at  all  times.  I  must 
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also  thank  all  the  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year  and 
principally  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  who  have  always  given  of 
their  best.

1.  (i)  WATER  : 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  collect  water  in  four  areas  in  the  hills  in  the 
southern  area  of  the  district. 

These  are  spring  supply  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Due  to  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  carbonate  hardness  however,  precautions  are  taken  at  treatment  plants  on  each 
scheme  to  reduce  the  corrosive  action  on  metals. 

Water  collected  from  Turkey  Nab  is  stored  at  a  reservoir  at  Ingleby  Greenhow 
and  coupled  to  a  second  reservoir  at  Carlton.  This  system  also  takes  the  supply  from 
Mere  Beck  springs,  Faceby,  and  in  the  subsequent  details  of  connections  are  shown  as 
Turkey  Nab  and  Mere  Beck. 

Water  collected  from  three  sets  of  springs  is  shown  as  the  Scugdale  Supply,  and 
the  third  system  of  supply  is  Kildale  Village. 

As  previously  reported,  difficulties  had  been  experienced  in  maintaining  supplies 
to  certain  areas,  especially  during  “peak  draw”  periods,  after  drought. 

This  was  due  to  insufficient  supply  and  pressure  to  maintain  sufficient  water  in 
the  Hutton  Rudby  high  level  water  tower  (capacity  50,000  gallons). 

To  overcome  this  problem,  arrangements  have  been  made  to  take  a  supply 
from  the  mains  of  the  Northallerton  and  District  Water  Board  at  West  Rounton  and 
connect  to  the  Stokesley  mains  at  East  Rounton. 

This  work  has  been  completed  during  the  year  and  although  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  use  the  supply  owing  to  the  extremely  wet  summer,  it  is  now  available  to 
meet  any  emergency.

ORMESBY  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

These  works  are  situate  in  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  district,  the  land 
surrounding  same,  both  within  and  without  the  district,  has  been  purchased  by  the 
County  Borough  of  Middlesbrough  for  development. 

Included  in  the  scheme  of  development  of  the  County  Borough  is  the  laying 
of  a  trunk  sewer.  The  line  of  this  sewer  will  be  adjacent  to  the  works  and  will  be  of 
sufficient  size  to  include  all  present  and  possible  sewage  discharge  into  the  works  and 
convey  same  to  outfall  into  the  River  Tees. 

An  offer  has  been  made  by  the  County  Borough  to  purchase  the  works  and 
when  this  sewer  has  been  completed,  to  connect  the  existing  outfall  to  same.  The  works 
then  being  redundant,  would  be  demolished.  Negotiations  have  been  proceeding  and 
agreement  has  been  reached. 

GIPSY  LANE,  MARTON. 

It  will  be  noted  (Plans)  that  very  rapid  building  development  is  taking  place 
in  Nunthorpe  and  Marton,  most  of  which  will  drain  to  these  works  where  the  overload 
is  by-passed  to  pumps  which  pass  it  on  to  the  Tollesby  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  These 
are  fast  becoming  overloaded  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  are  in  the  process  of 
preparing  a  report.

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PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 

The  proposed  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  villages  of  Kirkby  and  Great 
Broughton,  Swainby,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Seamer,  Yarm  and  Ingleby  Greenhow, 
for  which  application  for  provisional  allocation  of  grants  under  the  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  have  already  been  made,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry. 

All  these  villages  are  on  a  public  piped  water  supply  and  the  sewerage  con¬ 
ditions  have  been  the  subject  of  adverse  reports  for  many  years.  It  is  hoped  that 
substantial  grants  will  be  made  available  and  sanctions  given  for  the  schemes  to  go 
ahead  to  relieve  the  danger  of  public  health,  and  also  improve  the  amenities  of  these 
villages. 
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(iii)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION  : 

The  Council  have  again  continued  their  offer  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  up  to 
£8.  to  property  owners  for  converting  pail  closets  and  privies  to  water  closets,  and  in 
the  parishes  where  sewers  and  drains  are  available,  there  has  been  a  steady  progress  as

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(v)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 

The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the 
district  and  for  the  work  use  four  Karrier  C.K.3.  10  cu.yard  refuse  collection  vehicles 
with  one  additional  vehicle  in  reserve.  These  vehicles  are  fitted  with  double  cabs  for 
the  transport  of  loaders.

DISPOSAL  : 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  at  two  tips,  one  at  Quarry  Hill 
Farm,  Nunthorpe,  which  was  a  dis-used  whinstone  quarry.  This  has  been  a  most 
valuable  tip  and  it  has  now  been  in  use  for  over  twenty  years  but  I  regret  that  a  fresh 
site  will  have  to  be  chosen  in  the  near  future. 

The  second  tip  is  a  dis-used  sand  tip  between  Newby  and  Seamer,  this  also  will 
soon  be  full  and  a  fresh  tip  required. 

In  a  Rural  area  such  as  this,  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  suitable  tips  at  points  of 
disposal  which  would  be  economical  in  the  running  of  vehicles,  and  the  cost  of  collection 
is  increased  owing  to  the  long  hauls  to  disposal  points.

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(c)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION  : 


As  detailed  in  last  year’s  report,  the  Council  operated  five  public  slaughter¬ 
houses.  These  were  taken  over  by  agreement  for  a  nominal  sum  of  £1.  per  year. 

The  management  was  vested  for  public  slaughtering  facilities  with  the  present 
occupiers,  these  occupiers  operating  their  premises  in  accordance  with  a  scale  of  fees 
agreed  by  the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Food  :  occupiers  would  also  receive  all  fees 
payable  for  the  use  of  their  premises. 

1  am  pleased  to  report  that  this  system  is  working  admirably,  the  siting  of  the 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district  has  been  satisfactory,  both  to  the  butchers  and  to  the 
Inspectors  for  convenience,  and  full  co-operation  has  been  met.  100%  inspection  has 
been  carried  out. 

From  the  following  tables  it  will  be  obvious  that  additional  work  and  duties, 
much  of  which  is  outside  office  hours,  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors.  In  all, 
1,248  inspections  have  been  made  and  details  of  animals  inspected  aje  shown  in  the 
following  tables.

During  the  year,  advice  has  been  given  during  visits  and  co-operation  of  the 
various  traders  has  been  very  satisfactory,  especially  retailers  trading  from  vans. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  some  of  the  smaller  shops  and  it  is  hoped 
that  through  visits  and  advice,  these  will  soon  be  met. 


LICENSED  PREMISES  : 

There  are  55  licensed  premises  in  the  area. 

Owing  to  increased  road  travel,  motorists,  cyclists  and  bus  parties,  the  use  of 
the  “  Country  Pub  ”  has  been  greatly  increased  and  there  has  certainly  been  a  change 
and  improvement  in  the  amenities  offered. 

The  extension  of  essential  services  has  meant  that  piped  water,  electricity,  gas 
and  main  drainage  is  available  in  even  remote  places. 

This  has  enabled  improvements  to  be  carried  out  and  the  owners  have  been 
very  willing  to  raise  the  standards  of  their  premises. 

This  is  particularly  noticed  in  the  sanitary  accommodation  and  it  is  only  due 
to  lack  of  main  drainage  that  there  are  any  premises  still  on  the  conservancy  system. 

During  the  year,  reconstruction  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at 
six,  and  schemes  are  prepared,  or  in  hand,  for  three. 

Other  improvements  have  followed  with  the  provision  of  piped  water  and  now 
hot  water  is  available  for  washing  and  cleansing  of  glasses  and  equipment.
